MILK  AND  CREAM  MARKETS  FIRM  —  HOT  WEATHER  STIMULATES  DEMAND 


The  continued  hot  and  droughty- 
weather  which  prevailed   in  practically  all 
sections  of  the  united  states  during  the 
greater  part  0^  jljly  and  early  a'jgust,  has 
been  responsible  for  two  important  changes 
in  the  fluid  milk  markets  of  the  country 
according  to  reports  released  by  the  u.s. 
Department  of  Agriculture.     As  is  normal 
during  the  warm  season  of  the  year,  demand

U.   3.   3ureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.       In  the  East,  for  instance,  both  dealers 

BUYING    PRICES   AND   RETAIL  PRICES   WERE    REDUCED    10   PER    QUART   ON    DECEM3ER    8    IN  NEW 

York  and  3oston;    in  the  Southeastern  Section  the  buying  price  in  the  'Vl  nston-Salem 
territory  was  reduced  250  per  cwt.  and  the  retail  price  *r0  per  cuart,    in  the 
South,  KmOxville,  Tennessee  and  Oklahoma  City,  Oklahoma  reduced  the  3uying  price 
500  and  100  per  cwt.,  respectively;   and  in  the  North  Central  Section  the  retail

The  weak  price  trend  with  the  accompanying  price  reductions  was  largely 
a  reflection  of  the  supply  and  demand  situation.      .production  is  well  maintained 
and  is  fully  on  par  with  that  of  a  year  ago,    in  fact,  many  dealers  estimate  the 
milk  flow  as  being  heavier  than  a  y'"_ar  ago.       consumption,  on  the  other  hand,  is 
falling  short  of  last  year,   according  to  trade  estimates.       these  factors  have 
been  chiefly  responsible  for  a  more  than  ample  supply  of  fluid  milk  and  for  the

dairy  products  as  butter,  condensed  and  evaporated  milk,  and  cheese.       dljr  i  ng  the 
past  six  weeks  some  rather  severe  price  reductions  occurred  on  butter  and  cheese, 
and  the  condensed  and  evaporated  milk  market  also  showed  weak  tendencies,  although 
price  revisions  were  r.-ther  insignificant.       all  three  commodities  are  barely 
steady  at  present  prices,  vf\  th  the  outlook  for  higher  prices  in  the  immediate 
future  rather  discouraging. 

That  the  volume  of  milk  available  for  fluid  milk  is  larger  this  year  than 
last  year  is  indicated  by  the  milk  dealers1  average  daily  purchases  per  producer . 
During  October,  the  last  month  for  which  figures  are  available,  the  average  daily 
purchases  per  producer  of  reporting  dealers  throughout  the  un'  i  ted  states  exceeded 
those  of  a  year  ago  by  3.3$  and  were  also  \  .3%  heavier  than  september  purchases. 

Cream  markets  displayed  approximately  the  same  trend  as  milk  markets.  The 
tone  conti  mj  ed  weak  and  stocks  heavy  as  a  result  of  liberal  production  and  reduced 
demand,  especially  on  the  part  of  ice  cream  manufacturers  whose  operations  are  near 
the  low  po.int  at  this  season  of  the  year.     receipts  of  western  and  canadian  cream 
are  lighter.     many  milk  companies  are  receiving  an  enormous  surplus  of  milk  which 
practically  eliminates  them  as  potential  cream  buyers  on  the  open  market.  stocks 
of  cream  held  in  storage  were  just  slightly  lighter  on  december  i   than  on 
November  I .
